Dear Editor: 

What magic! When I was 
down South .so many people 
1 met were a-lo,ngin’ for 
California. Young and old 
wanted to know “all about 
Disneyland.” And I’d .never 
been there. I tried to save 
face with talcs of the High 
Sierras, the rich valleys, the 
miracle of the blooming de¬ 
serts . . . The seashores, the 
charm of Solvang, of old 
Sa.nta Barbara, the history 
of Hangtown, You Bet and 
Red Dog of Mother Lode 
fame . . . And', of course. 
Sierra Madre. 

My own “love affair” with 
the Golden State began 
when I wa.s a child. An old 
couple in a covered wagon 
stopped by our Indian Ter¬ 
ritory farm. ’They regaled us 
with stories of that “cxsiintry 
so for away” . . . ’The roses, 
the oranges, flowers bloom¬ 
ing year-round. No malaria, 
no c.yclonos, no blizzards. 
They had pictures, too, and 
it was one of an orange 
grove with a snow-capped 
mountain towering in the 
distance that .sold me for¬ 
ever on “Californy.” 

I even defied death! A 
terrible fever epidemic. Took 
the lives of many children. 
I was told that when the 
fever raged the highest 
I mumbled something about 
taking Papa and Mamma to 
the land of roses. Doc A 
said my recovery was a mir¬ 
acle but it just might have 
been my determination to 
see “Californy” fir.st. I had 
been saddened heednse we 
had left our beautiful Ala¬ 
bama farm. 'Tlie “LT.” coun¬ 
try was drab, ugly aud 


dusty. But here was my sec¬ 
ret dream. I’d some day take 
Papa and Mamma to that 
wonderland. 

Death defeated that part 
of my dream. It was more 
than a half century ago 
when I first came to Ins 
Angeles, all by myself, not 
knowing any one. But I 
wasn’t worried. I had a five 
dollar bill. I could type and 
take dictation; had worked 
in a law office. The.se skills 
I had learned in the face of 
great odds. Just had to hav'c 
a “passport” to the promised 
land. Getting a job was no 
problem. A lot of my spare 
time was spent exploring 
the countryside by way of 
the big red cars. 'The fir.st 
trip was eastward into the 
country. I got off at a sta¬ 
tion and walked .northward 
and climbed a knoll. It was 
there I fir.st behold my pro- 
mi.sod land. The air was 
sweet with the sce.nt of or¬ 
ange blossoms a.nd roses; 
the roadways wore bordered 
with flowers. Gently rolling 
hills covered with orange 
trees . . . Beautiful .snow¬ 
capped mountains far in the 
distance. I wa.s spellbound 
by the sheer heaut.v of it 
I’m a littl e sorry for all 
those who did not live 
"around these here parts” 
when this century was a 
teenager.

Rev. R. Anderson

In Paul’s discourse in the 
first Letter to the Corinthi¬ 
ans, he spends a good deal 
of time explaining the im¬ 
portance and the place of 
spiritual gifts within the 
Church fellowship. As he de¬ 
velops the various roles and 
relationships, he comes to 
this great matter of the 
heart, and he says "If I 
speak with the tongues of 
men and of angels, and 
have inot love, I am become 
as sounding brass or a 
tinkling symbol.” And with 
these words he explains to 
the Corinthians how de.sper- 
ately important it is to have 
more than ability or skill in 
terms of gifts. 

It is possible to speak in 
tongues both of me.n and of 
angels. It is possible to have 
the gift of prophesy. It Is 
possible to understaTid all 
the deep mysteries of God 
and to have all knowledge. 
It is even possible to have 
complete faith and .still 
amount to nothing. ’These 
are .startling words. 

He goes on to say "It i.s 
possible to be very chari¬ 
table, to bestow all my 
goods to feed thp poor and 
to give my body to be burn¬ 
ed, but it I lack love, it i.s 
of 'no value to me.’’ This i.s 
the greate.st need of the 
Church today ... to express 
the gifts of the spirit with 
a heart of love. 

.Tesus said "By thi.s shall 
all men know that ye are 
my di.sciples. It ye have love 
one to a,nothor.’’ As tlie 
world looks at the Church, it 
may .see a beautiful .struc¬ 
ture or ,1 humble dwelling. 
But the judge of the reality 
of thp faith of those people 
will ho directly related to 
this critical matter of how 
they live together. 

Is there love between the 
brethren? “By thi.s shall all 
men know that ye are my 
disciples. It ye have love, 
Oine to a.n'other.’’
